The conlrlbuUcns England 
has made are the (iaanclng ot the 
Allies, the raising of an army wblch 
will make it possible tor Belgitmi 
and Northern Prance to be regained, 
and of maintaining control ot the 
seas. 

Tlie great stgnltlcance ot controll- 
ing the seas was pointed out. By 
this means supplies can be obtained 
from all parts, chief among which ia 
gold, and by this iOiigland is ^ble to 
extend credit to tliu Allies, and buy 
eoniiiiuditics from neutral nations. 
Willie all the world knows of tiio 
wondon'iil courage and devotion ot 
the French, Htill l''raiico was In grave 
danger, and Eiinland Wi'.s not. Rus- 
sia, by lioi* iiutunil situation, was in 
no inunliient danger. 

Visiuunt Grey, wlio lias been so se- 
verely altaeked of late, wuh nut re- 
sponsible that Uulgaria entered on the 
side of the l'(>ntrul Powers. Tiie 
King of lIulRaria, influenced by Mac- 
kensen's victories, considered that 
Germany was a certain winner, and 
as a result came out in support ot 
this country. Sir Edwaird ' Qrey has 
been criticized warmly in this connec- 
tion, but It cannot bo blamed on him 
I by any means: Ho has rendered dis- 
tinctive servlco to the- Allied cause by 
I his. work dirrlng the three years *prc- 
'ceding the war by conylnciuR France 
land Russia of ICiiRland's pood faith, 
jwlileh good failli lias been itiippaclie.d 
! oil a luimher of occasions, due to lior 
'Isolated position, KivlnR the- impres- 
sion that tilie is self-seokiiiK and 
I wlsiies to iiold Jilonf, hut iieMTilu lcss 
I desirous of stirring up Iroiihie in the 
I continental siaten In order that she 
! niiiîht profit liy the quarrels. IJr. 
' Coihy pointed out the contrast be- 
tween Talleyrand and Grey, showing 
that although Talleyrand %vaH a great 
diplomatist, he could not have accom- 
plished the work which Orey did, tor 
"lie created the Impression of being 
too clever; ho was suspepted of be- 
ing insincere even when lie was 
atratghltorward." It was the diarac- 
acter of Sir Kdwnrd whlcii instilled 
faith in the minds of France and 
Russia in tlie promises of England. 

Tlie Itounianians entered tlio war 
with tli(' object of securing South- 
Kustern Transylvania, and counted on 
liulgaria not attacking tliem. Tlieir 
excursion into tills section of the 
country was a mere waste of time, 
whereas a drive on Sofia might iiave 
been much more licnoflciul. Of 
course such a criticism as tliis must 
be carefully considered, since all the 
facts of tiie Roumanian situation are 
not before us. 

In closing this KUbJect, the lecturer 
paid a tribute to the determination ot 
the Allied forces to see the war to a 
successful conclusion, and this being 
the case, any present mistakes will 
be repaired "tor we have the resour- 
ces." 

The Invaaion of Serbia. 

A leading article In tim London Na- 
tion contained a reniurk which that 
same paper would not he apt to re- 
iterate at tiic present time. "We are 
eiitorlng llic war," said tlio Nation, 
"with two allies of very different 
quality — witli France?, tlie noblest na- 
tion of iCurope, and witli Serbia, tiie 
meanest." ICvldently the writer liad 
in mind liie unsettled state of tiie lat- 
ter country, and was referring In a 
particular manner to the series of as- 
sassinations which have marked the 
history of that unfortunate nation in 
past years. The death of the Arch- 
duke at the commencement of the 
war was, to the mind ot the writer, 
evidently accomplished with the know- 
ledge at least of liie government. The 
passage referred to was not justified 
even at tliat time, and in tlie face of 
the Serbian fortitude since tlun cer- 
tainly lias not the least vestige of 
truth. 

King I'eter of .Srriila descends from 
lilack (ieorge, the first leader of tlie 
Serbians in their liiieratioii war 
against tli" Turks. This iilack George 
was of \)< asant origin, and possessed 
ot a very violent temper. He was 
possessed of a capacity for leader- 
ship, and In the war juat referred to 
lead the forces of the Serbians to 
such effect that, within three years 
the Turks were driven out of the 
greater portion ot the country. He 
Joined forces with Tsar Alexander in 
1807, but the Invasion ot Russia by 
Napoleon forced the Tsar to with- 
draw bis troops from tlic aid of Ser- 
bia, with the result tiiat in I8i» the 
Turks succeeded in forcing Kara 
George to flee for liis life. He reach- 
ed linssia, and was given a pension, 
[ils suicesst.r, Milosli Ohrenoviteh, 
linwed to tile .Sultan for two years, 
tdit in ISK, lead a revolt against tills 
power, and succeeded in driving the 
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From Christ Church, Oxford, comes 
n&ws of Lieut.

Just 
like old times."

Turks out ot Serbian territory. When 
Black George heard this be slipped 
back to Serbia with tbe idea ot tak- 
ing over bis tonner power. He was 
assassinated by a number ot men to 
which Obrenovltch was a party. Thus 
arose the deadly feud between these 
two houses. The chequered career of 
llie dynasties from this time till to- 
day is nothing more or leas than a 
tale of assassination and trouble. Ev- 
ery advantage was taken by one or 
the other of these houses to create 
discord and the history ot the country 
is ample evidence of their ability 
along this line. 

Pashltch, who was Prime Minister 
when the war broke out, and Pntmk, 
who St that date was Cominander-ln- 
(Hilef of the Serbian forces, would 
have been noticeable in any country, 
and Serbia's success in the two Bal- 
kan wars of 1912-14 are due to these 
men and the repulse of the Ausirlans 
through the early winter of 1914 forms 
one of tlie brightest chapters in I hi' 
war. Dr. Colby added, "Tlie tr:igr dy 
nf her defeat In litl.'. is so ln-arl- 
breaking as to furnish better subject 
matter for private readinK than tbe 
lecture room."

The third meeting of the Historical 
Club held last night, was one of the 
most interesting meetings this ses- 
sion. The country under discussion 
was Russia. The first paper was 
retrt by W. Blampin, Arts '18, oad 
was entitled "Russia's Debt to Czar- 
dom." 

In his opening remarks the speaker 
drew attention to the vast territorial 
expanse of Russia. That great Empire 
has since its infancy, been governed 
by a line of despots, lie pointed out 
tliat the purjiose of his paper was to 
point out the debt which Russia owed 
to her rulers. The iuslitutlon of 
Czardom dates from tile earliest 
times. Tbe iegeuds of lue Varagar- 
lans emigrating to Russia to give tbe 
country laws and seUIed government, 
shows how' deeply the thought of 
central autocratic government lies In 
the thought of the people ot Russia 
In the thirteenth century the Tartar 
invasion changed Russia from a t. 
vonlc to an Kastern power. The nu 
five element, however, gathered in 
Moscow, and in time secured the in* 
dependence ot tlie c'ountry. In 1517 
Ivan the Terrible began the forward 
movement of the Russian race. He 
ruled as an Oriental potentate, and 
his arms consolidated hia kingdom. In 
1613 the present dynasty came to the 
throne by vote of the people, and 
have in a great measure retained tlio 
confidence ot their subjects ever 
since. 

The lecturer then turned to the 
change which Peter the Great effect- 
ed in Russia. His glorious reign can 
be divided into two periods, that ot 
external action and internal reforms. 
Peter made the arm of Russia feared 
by all Europe. Tiie country for the 
first time canio to be regarded as n 
Western power, in tlie conflict of 
nations she soon supplanted Sweden, 
reter determined to talto liie Irrevoc- 
oble step of making his country a 
Western nation. To furtiier this end 
lie travelled in l-Yance, Kngland and 
(lerniuiiy leaniint; the arts of iiis lime 
and gatliering a liand of aut lions and 
ocholars to instruct his pcniilc. New 
regulations . banned the loug beard 
and Eastern form ot dress, and eman- 
cipated womankind from a state 
which bordered on that ot the harem. 
And as a fitting monument of his 
work he founded a new capital to 
symbolize tlie change of his nation. 
St. Petersburg be built as the win- 
dow opening out to Europe. Peter 
found his country tiie Oriental Czar- 
dom of Muscovy; he left It the Kni- 
plre of Russia. Russia owes litm a 
great debt; lie pave her a body. 

After briefly mentioning liie iiiler- 
vening rulers, Mr. Hhimpiii came to 
the second great ruler, Catiierine III., 
who, to the iiody wiilch Peter had 
given Russia, added a soul. She was 
a Qerman princess, who deposed her 
husband, and embarked upon a vigor- 
ous foreign policy. In her reign a 
large part of Poland and the shores 
ot the Baltic were added to the Em- 
pire. The Empress was a patron ot 
the Arts, Introducing French writers 
and culture. In short, she made Rus- 
sia morn powerfu- without, and more 
civilized witiiln. 

From Catherine 111 to Alexander 
n. the Russian ICnipire p;i-:sed tlirnugh 
the Napoleonic era. lier Czar was a 
moving force in tlie Iloiy Alliance. 
Hy ISnn tlie need for internal reform 
was so far reingnized that Alexander 
11. estahllsiied a system of local Gov- 
ernment, and liberated the serfs. 

Modern Russia presents interesting 
problems. The Nihilist movement 
testifies to internal dissatisfaction. 
The present Qovernment of Nicholas 
tries to counteract this tendency by 
an extension of the powers of self 
government. The present government 
Is no longer an unlimited dcspotlh'm. 
Its ruler is .a limited aiitocrnt. 

Czardom is a creature of liir Rus- 
sians. Tiiere has be(>n little antag- 
onism tietweJ-n the people and tiieir 
little fatlier. Her Czars have given 
Russia a soul. Tiiey are now slowly 
relinc|uisiiiiig tiu ir power. As Na- 
pole.<n said, there are only two sys- 
tems, the past and the fqture. The 
present is the state of transition ; may 
It be passed safely by the Russian 
people. 

P. Heinbecker, Arts '18, followed 
wtlh a most Interesting paper on the 
-atlier intricate suiiject, "Russia and 
the Near lOastern QiM'stlon." In the 
elghtrenlii century tiiree great pow- 
ers, Sweden Poland and TiirUey, slow- 
ly decilneii. and Iheir places In the 
Kuropean ('diieert were taken by 
Russia, Prussia' and Austria. The 
Near Fastern ((upstloii is concerned 
with tlie problems wiiicii arose out 
of this transition. The expansion ot 
Russia in particular, was regarded 
with Jealousy by the rest of Burope. 
Her first great arquisltinn won made 
under I'eter the Great, when. In spite 
of early defeats, lie wreptfd a foot- 
hold on the I'altii' from Kweilcit. Tlis 
success was fniinwrd iiy iil. ; nrces- 
SOTS, so th:il iiic:. ia lia; < .\| ajided 
greatly to liie tiorili.

Some weeks ago we were forced to correct a statement appear- 
ing in the editorial column of the Queen's Journal, and at a later 
date had to substantiate our contentions by a further editorial. Th'>

fairin a casual way, and the Queen s Journal, finding itself balkeil 
as far as McGill was concerned, decided to change the direction of 
its fire, and i)riie<H-(l('il to talk back to Toronto. Below we iiuote the 
editorial which the 'Varsity" wrote in answer, and nothing re- 
mains to be said save that the Journal since then has fallen as silent 
M the proverbial oyster. The editorial referred to is as follows: 
"THAT QUEEN'S PAPEU AGAIN. 

Last week The 'Varsity made some mention of the fact that the 
Queen's Journal aii.l the M.-Oill Daily had been havintr a verbal war- 
fare caused by a statement in the Journal that Queen's had tlie only 
self-governing body of students in America. Anyone who kuows 
anything of the activities of tlie Stiulcnt.s' Administrative Council 
will see at once the mis-statement that the Journal has made. The 
McGUl Daily politely contradicted the point, and received a tirade 
of abuse in return. The 'Varsity did likewise, and here's what the 
Journal has to say about us. 

••Thus the 'Varsity remarks of us: — 

"•The Queen's Journal and the McGill Daily are at war 
•gain. It would seem that every time the editor of the Queen's 
Journal runs out of material or his semi-weekly leaiier, he opens 
hostilities in eitlit>r 'Varsity or McGill. 

Woe is us I We are one of the mildest men imaginable, and 
here we are accused not only of a state of mental barrenness, 
but also of letting that dearth of ideas affect our temper tmtil 
we become the enemy of all mankind, including The 'Varsity 
and The Daily. 

Why The 'Varsity should falsely give the impression that 
it has been attacked we can not j)ossibly imagine. "SVe. have in 
nothing offended, save to quote (if that may be construed as of- 
fence), with appreciation one of its editorials. And if the editor 
of The 'Varsity had followed — as he confesses he did not — the 
passage at arms on which he comments he couid not in any jus- 
tice accuse us of vindictiveness.

In this article I sball only have 
space to sketch In outline something 
ot the history and present standing 
of two of our Western Universities 
that have ipruni Into exiitence with- 
in the last eisht yean. 

The University of All>erta— to quote 
from its Calendar— "was created by 
an Act of the I..eglBlature of the Pro- 
vince passed at the Unt Ression af- 
ter Provincial Autonomy had been 
granted In 1906." By this Act the 
University, which had already been 
partially organlzRd, was empowered 
ta undertake the organization and de- 
velopment of tlie leaching faculties, 
to afflltate Colleges and generally to 
initiate all work relating to an insti- 
tution of higher learning. 

Under this Act all graduates of 
British and Canadian I'niversltles 
rceident in Alberta were entitled to 
become members of Convocation, and 
when the first ConvocaUon was held 
In 1908, 364 graduates had register-

During the first two years of the 
University's existence no degrees 
were granted. In 1911 eight degrees 
were granted, and in 1914— before 
the war— there, were thirty-two grad- 
uates in all faculties.

At presonf, like pvcry othor Uni 
verslty In Canada, the student enroll- 
ment at the Cnlverslty of Allierla has 
tieen rut to l.alf. .Mready tlii'^ young 
Institution lia.^ ^enl larKe nuinbrrs of 
Its underEraduatcs and graduates to 
take their place.s in defence of those 
principles which University Ufa has 
always fostered. Many of them will 
sot retnm. But to-day Canadian Unl- 
rersltles are making history, and ev- 
ery man who fallR upon the field of 
battle in these terrible days adds 
rich contpnt to the honour of bis 
Alma Mater.

the bank of the Saskatchewan River, 
inhabitants. It was created in April, 
1907, by an Act of the Local Parlia- 
ment, which provided for a Convo- 
cation of all graduates of ITnlversitles 
within the Empire, residing in the 
Province of Saskatchewan. 413 names 
were placed upon the register, and 
In October, 1907, a Senate was ehici- 
ed. Classes In Arts and Science were 
opened September 28th, 190S. Seven- 
ty students were enrolled with a Fac- 
ulty made up of the President and 
four Professors, 

The comer stone of the first build- 
ing was laid in 1910. The College of 
Agriculture and School of Engineer- 
ing were opened in 1912, the School 
of Law, 1918. and in 1914 a School of 
Pharmacy was started. . 

Affiliated with the University are 
the Anglican School, Emmanuel Col- 
lege, the Presbyterian College, Nor- 
mal School, and various other local 
associations. 

The University buildings stand out 
alone on the prairie opposite the city, 
on the other bank of the river. The 
grounds are unadorned by trees or 

hedgiîK. A Stale University of a 
k'reai prairie province; Its splendid 
stone buildings set In dignified state- 
lineBs in the midst of a wide Campus, 
and with Its Imge fiirm slroldilnK 
away in the dlslan<'p, It is a flttniK 
i.vmbol of the ihinps SnsUiiti hewau 
stands for: Permanence, Independ- 
ence, and Hreadth of Outlook. 

The Cnlverslty Acts by whieh these 
two Universities were created pro- 
vide that they shall bo non sectarian, 
and In the framing of the courses of 
instruction there has been a careful 
regard for the religious liberties of 
Lhe student. In each of them there 
are well organised Christian Associa- 
tions, for young men and women, 
whi( h in each case have the support 
ind encouragement of Presidents who 
ire heartily In sympathy with their 
work. 

One of the finest things about 
iliese two new cnlleges Is the spfrit 
of democracy that prevails, as be- 
tween Professors and students. There 
is IK) snobbisliness anionR U>". stu- 
dents, most of them have come from 
Western homes. In many thrTe is the 
blood of the pioneer. The West I 
breeds idg men and fearh'ss men, and ' 
on more than one occasion I have 
noticed that the Western .student 
takes a more vital interest in social ■ 
welfare, political problems, is freer 
In his thiaklBg. and oiore advanced In 
his ideas, than liis conservative bro- 
ther in the East.

It was 
the Empress Catherine II. who con- 
ceived the idea of partitioning Po- 
land, Owing to the Jealousy of I'rus- 
sla and Austria, three arrangenieuts 
were necessary befdre the (ountry 
was finally divided between the three 
countries. Tlius llussia was able to 
reunite to lier i::mplrc the so-called 
White IlusBla, and rounded out her 
territories. 

The other direitiou In which Rus- 
sia has expanded lius been at the ex- 
pense of Turkey, Since 1863 the great 
power of the Turkish Islamic move- 
ment had been on the wane, and the 
European nations were beginning a 
policy of reconquest when Peter the 
Great, in 1689, determined to em- 
bark on a policy of aggrandisement 
at the expense of Turkey. Russia 
had no outlets to the sea open all 
the year round, and I'eter began a 
march southward to the lilack Sea. 
A series of wars from 1CÛ9 to 1736 
merely enabled Russia to obtain a 
foothold to the south. From 17;!t!-;!9 
the struggle continued. Turkey had 
possession of the mouths of five of 
Russia's greatest rivers, France iu- 
terfitred ,und was forced to see one of 
her allies, I'oland, dlsmemTiered as a 
ransom for Turkey. Catherine II., 
not content with her work in Poland, 
proposed a similar treatment of Tur- 
key, which was blocked by the not 
unnatural oWecllon of the Sultan. 

During the Napoleonic wars Rus- 
sia made further progress at the ex- 
pense of Turkey. Uy this time sev- 
eral of tlie Turkish provln< es, such 
as Greece and Serliia. were in re- 
bellion. Till the middle of the 18th 
in'nlury the dismemberment of the 
Turkish I'OmpIre seemed always a pos- 
sibility, and was only pre.vented by 
the jealousy of the Great Powers. In 
1,SJ9 llie Treaty of Adrlaiiople opened 
the Dardanelles to the nations of the 
world. 

In is:;! Meliemet All, leader of the 
Turkisli forces in Kgypt, rebelled, and 
((rn<inered Syria. At j.hla point he 
was stoppi!d by the intervention of 
Itusala and Kngland. llussia im- 
proved the opportunity of forcing the 
Sultan to close the Dardanelles to 
hostile ships when Russia was at war. 
This action was resented by the olh 
er Powers, who in 183!» came tn an 
agreement whereby the Dardanelles 
were to be open. Meheinet All, ruler 
of Egypt, and Turkey to be protected 
by tlie entire concert. The Czar of 
Russia tried to upset this ruling by 
pitting I'ranie against Kngland, but 
without effect. 

In 1S41 the first phase of tile Near 
F^astern (lucslioii was ended by the 
settlement of the Straits. The iDar- 
danelles were declared open to ves- 
sels of all the nations, Mehemet All 
was deprived of Syria, while the Inde- 
pendence of Turkey in Europe was 
formally guaranteed by all the Pow- 
ers. Vet this settlement was not 
final, for in it can he seen the germs 
of the Crimean War. j

These writers Htand for 
the encouragement and guidance of 
Ihose tendencies which sre striving for 
thd attainment of a fuller expression, 
a higher aim, a more perfect aoconi- 
lilislimenl: ami at a lime when the 
future of eihicatlon bungs in the bal- 
ance, the appearance of such works 
as theirs has a twofold value.

Tobacco is also subject to " firing," a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The planter ntut, therefare. crotect bis 
crop agamst all these possible injuries by proper Spraymg and cuittvating. 

All of these diffi rent operations t^e time and cost money, but the 
increased price wl,i(.h the planter receives for his crop warrante the 
expenditure and care.

Differences of .Opinion dause 
Much Diicuasion From Bud- 
diag Philosophent 

A most successful meeting of the 
Philosophical Society took place last 
night at Strathcona Hall, before a 
large attendance of members, as well 
as a few philosophical students from 
the R. V. C. The first business 
transacted was the election of a vice- 
president, which resulted in the ap- 
pointment of R. J. Clarke to tlie po- 
sition. There was some discussion 
as to the day most suitable for liold- 
ing the meetings, and also with re- 
gard to open meetings. Both mat- 
ters were left to the decision of the 
executive. 

At the conclusion qf the business 
part of the meeting, the chairman, 
Mr. B. Benjamin, called upon Ur. 
Hlckson to addres sthe meeting on 
the subject of "Pessimism," with spe- 
cial reference to Schopenhauer." Tiie 
speaker said in part that pessimism 
was the original element in Scliofen- 
hauer's philosophy. On all sides 
Schofenhauer sees disorder and lin- 
perffcttons. The life of the great ma- 
jority Is a weary longing; tlie same 
tblOlii hMPVn Main and /again. We 
see «veiywhere the success oT wrong, 
the reward of nnworthiness, merit 
pushed aside. There is a ceaseless 
undoing all about us; earthquakes, 
yars, and many other things contri- 
bute In great measure to this state. 

Where It shows that our civilisation 
Is wrong. Pessimism is all right; but 
when we are told that we cannot pro- 
gress, that the world must retain Its 
Imperfections and defects, it Is cer- 
tainly undesirable. Schopenliauer's 
Pessimism requires the denial of liis- 
tory, since history nleans change, und 
change may and does bring about prp* 
gress. 

Schopenhauer says that all action 
comes from want or need; he disre- 
gards that which comes from stored- 
up energy and productive ideas. 

There are various kinds of pessi- 
mism. There is that kind which is 
exemplified In the character of Ham- 
let, noble and exalted. "Ufe is not 
what it seemed to be," There are 
■ome who are pessimistic because of 
their pursuit after pleasure, and on 
account of their, idea that pain out- 
weighs pleasure; pain is lasting, but 
pleasure fleeting. 
Has pessimism an enduring effect

After Dr. Hlckson had finished, Dr. 
Caldwell, who has written an inter- 
esting and admirable work on Scho- 
penhauer, compltmented*blm on his 
address, and commented bn several 
of the points brought up. Pragmatism, 
which constituted a necessary ex- 
cursus in the speaker's address, came 
up for rather a lengthy discussion. 
'Various other matters were treat od 
from different points of view, by the 
various members present, in whom a 
deep Interest in the. subject had been 
aroused. 

Mr. Schwartz was entirely opposed 
to Schopenhauer's thorough-going 
Pessimism, and tended rather to go 
to the opposite extreme. Mr. Myer- 
son criticised the former speaker in 
a p«neti«tlng manner, and gave some 
interesting views on the subject. The 
chairman then pointed out, In oppo- 
sition to some ot the discussion with 
regard to Pragmatism in the Theory 
of Knowledge, that the doctrine of 
Values had nothing to do with a 
Theory of Knowledge and Reality. 
Others who took part in the disc-us- 
slon were Messrs. Clarke, iM« rgler, 
Levy and Kltneberg, Afterwards Dr. 
Hlckson answered the various i|ues- 
tlons, and cleared up all points of 
doubt that had been raised. AfiiT 
some closing remarks by the chair- 
man, the meeting adjourned.
